Status of Claims 

2. Claims 1 , 3, 5 are pending and under consideration. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1 , 3, 5 are allowed and renumbered 1-3 respectively. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims are 
allowable over prior art. The closets prior art Asai et al. (Mizui et al.) (WO 
02/0600890A1 ) fails to teach or fairly suggest the methods of Claims I, 3 and 5. While 
Mizui et al. may disclose 1 1107B and 11107D - Mizui et al. do not disclose how to 
synthesize 1 1 107D from 1 1 107B using a bacteria, as required by Applicants' claims. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
